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Leaders agree, no more aid for Cambodia 


Intense 
shelling 
of airport 


PHNOM PENH (UPI) -Communist- 
led rebel gunners rained 30 rockets and 
artillery rounds into Pochentong airport 
and a nearby village in a five minute 
period today, destroying a twin-engine 
DC3 transport and killing one person. 
The intense bombardment failed to halt 
the U.S. airlift. 
Ten Communist rockets hit in and 
around Phnom Penh itself during the 
day, killing three civilians and wounding 
nine others. U.S. officials in Saigon said 
despite the shelling American-chartered 
DCS cargo jets flew 15 sorties into 
Phnom Penh today, carrying 708 tons of 
rice. 
Rumors continued to fly of military 
coup pttempts, cabinet reshuffles and 
the departure of President Lon Nol, 
already under attack by legislators 
asking 
him 
to 
form 
a 
stronger 
government that would give better 
direction to the armed forces. There 
was no verification of any of them. 
Government officials announced that 
Lon Nol spent today working at his desk 
as usual —and 
American officials 
expressed the opinion that any radical 
change of government by coup would be 
dangerous in the present precarious 
military situation. 
The official consensus at the U.S. 
Embassy was that, with additional aid, 
the hard-pressed Cambodian capital 
should be able to hold out until the rainy 
season begins this summer. 
Qearly not all diplomaU in Phnom 
Penh 
shared that optimistic view. 
Foreign 
nationals 
speeded 
their 
evacuation of the capital and the British 
Embassy issued “the strongest possible 
recommendation” 
that 
all 
British 
residents get aboard a Royal Air Force 
C130 evacuation flight to Singapore 
Tuesday. 
Cambodia's national legislature today 
passed a resolution calling on the U.S. 
Congress to consider “with kindness” 
the request for additional military aid 
for embattled Cambodia. 
The most intense fighting was near 
Prek Phneou six miles north of Phnom 
Penh 
where 
three 
battalions 
of 
government troops and a squadron of 
armored cars tried to open the road 
between Prek Phneou and the Doeum 
Ampil base of the 7th Division. 
Five miles west of Pochentong airport 
heavy fighting was reported from a 
government task force attempting to 
retake Tuol Leap town and pu^ back 
rebel artillery and rocket positions 
pounding the lifeline airport.

Mayor E.C. Stevens ends his second 
year of office tomorrow night and 
Councilman Emil Scolari doesn’t want 
the job. Besides those two facts, nothing 
is certain about the vote and the 
councilmembers 
themselves

making the guessing any easier. 
“1 know everyone is wondering who 
the next mayor will be, and so am I,” 
said 
Councilwoman-elect 
Elinor 
Lefkowitz, who will be seated on the 
panel tomorrow night before the in­ 
council mayor vote. 
“I don’t have the qualifications for 
it,” said Scolari. “1 have the time but I 
have too many years on my shoulders.” 
Would Scolari vote for Ms. Benton as 
mayor? 
“I’m thinking about it. It would be 
quite interesting to have a woman 
mayor. But, I don’t know...” 
Ms. Benton is serving her third term 
on the council, has never been mayor 
and has said before that she would like 
the job. Two other votes besides her own 
tomorrow night would put her there.

The spiraling cost of electric power 
will be the chief topic before the 
Lompoc City Council tomorrow night as 
the panel looks at a 35 per cent 
wlwlesale electricity cost increase with 
one eye and at a proposal for going into 
the power generation business with tlw 
other. 
It will also be the night the panel 
regains its full strength of five members 
with the seating of Councilwoman-elect 
Elinor Lefkowitz, placed in office by 
1,370 votes last Tuesday to serve the 
remaining three years of the council 
term 
of 
her 
husband, 
the 
late 
Councilman Sol Lefkowitz. 
The session will get under way at 7:30 
p.m. in the council chambers at City 
Hall, 119 West Walnut Ave. and will be 
open to the public. 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company 
(PG&E), which supplies the city with 
wholesale power, has announced a 35 per 
cent hike in its cost to the city based on 
the soaring price of fuel oil used in 
generation. The boost translates into 
$8,100 more on the city’s monthly power 
bill, bringing the total tab from $23,000 
up to tetween $31,000 and $32,0W, 
according 
to 
Gene 
Wählers, 
city 
administrative officer. 
Spread out over the city’s 8,000 odd 
retail customres, which is Wählers’ 
recommendation, the increase would 
amount to a 3.8 per cent boost in the 
average city home power bill or an 
increase of 48 cents to bring the average 
home bill from $12.68 to 113.16. 
No sooner will the council have 
handled this item than it will consider a 
request from the Northern California 
Power Association (NCPA) for between 
$120,450 and $172,700 over the next five 
years to go into an electric power 
development fund. 
NCPA is an 11 city public power 
cooperative 
whose 
members, 
like 
Lompoc, own their own municipal 
electricity distribution systems and ^ y 
power wholesale from large utilities like 
PG&E or from the federal government. 
Lompoc’s share of a $5.5 million 
NCPA development fund would amount 
to 3.14 per cent. The Fund would be used 
to explore for, negotiate for, prove and 
contract for power sources which NCPA 
could then fully develop or buy into to 
provide power to member cities. NCPA 
leaders say that this can be done for less 
than the cost per unit of power that 
PG&E officials are predicting for 


ensuing years. The savings, they say, 
will mean stable power rates in NCPA 
cities. PG&E officials have said they 
think the development costs NCPA 
would have to bear would make the 
venture more costly than continuing to 
rely upon PG6iE as a sole source of 
electricity. 
After this “up front money” is used to 
procure and contract for power sources, 
the NCPA agreement states, revenue 
bonds would have to be floated in 
member cities 
to 
pay 
for power 
generating projects. 
NCPA planners also intend the excess 
power sales and other revenues from the 
power generating projects reimburse 
the cities for their contributions with 
interest. Lompoc City Councilman and 
former Mayor Art Scott has been 
Lompoc’s NCPA representative. 
If and when the city approves the 
proposed 
NCPA 
development 
fund 
agreement, the city would still have the 
option to withdraw from contributing to 
specific development projects later. 
A 
$54,800 
street 
renovation 
and 
bikeway installation project for Olive 
Avenue will also come before the board. 
Funding for the program has been 
propos^ for inclusion in the upcoming 
city budget. The work includes street 
widening and bikeway striping and 
signing along Olive Avenue between 
Seventh and V Streets, though the scope 
of the project is different on different 
blocks.

Call for 
ouster of 
Lon Nol 


WASHINGTON (UP1> - Agreeing 
that Congress will provide no more 
military aid for Cambodia, both the 
Democratic and Republican leaders of 
the Senate today called for the removal 
of the government of President Lon Nol. 
GOP Leader Hugh Scott-the highest 
ranking Republican so far to make such 
a suggestion— said Lon Nol should 
resign in favor of a transitional regime 
that could negotiate a truce and a new 
government with insurgent Communist 
forces. 
He said the truce should guarantee the 
safety of refugees who want to flee 
before the new government takes over 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
did not qualify his request for Lon Nol’s 
resignation. He told the Senate it w ^ 
simply the best hope for peace in 
Cambodia. 
The Senate meanwhile passed by voice 
vote and without dissent a resolution 
urging President Ford to freely give 
Cambodia half of the food now being sold 
to the government and to merchants m 
that country. It also asked that the free 
food 
be 
distributed 
by 
voluntary 
agencies to the poor. 
There have been reports that all of the 
food previously sent to Cambodia has 
been given to Lon Nol’s troops. 
“Let the leaders leave and I think 
peace will be forthcoming,” Mansfield 
said. He added that exiled Cambodian 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, who owns 
the loyalty of many of the insurgents, 
has said repeatedly he will not negotiate 
with the Lon Nol government. 
“But if we take care of them <Lon Nol 
and his top officials), if they leave the 
country, he will enter into talks with 
those in the lower brackets and there 
would be no bloodshed,” Mansfield 
added. 
“If there IS going to be peace 
negotiations, it has to be outside the 
Phnom Penh government ” 
Scott’s call for the resignation of Lon 
Nol was a significant departure from the 
White House position. 
He made it clear he was speaking only 
for himself, not for the administration. 
He expressed doubt that Congress would 
approve all of the $220 million worth of 
military and economic aid for Cambodia 
propos^ by President Ford. 
“Our government ought to use as 
much pressure as necessary in order to 
get a change of leadership at the top in 
exchange for getting out the refugees, ” 
Scott told reporters. “The situation is 
very perilous indeed.” 
Scott’s 
assessment 
fit 
with 
a 
statement Sunday by Sen. Hubert H. 
Hum^rey, D-Minn., who also called on 
Lon Nol to step down. 
Scott 
was 
the 
highest 
ranking 
Republican so far to call for Lon Nol to 
step aside. 
The refugees which Scott mentioned 
are those who have fled mainly into the 
capital of Phnom Penh to get away from 
insurgents in the countryside. 
“Slaughter can be anticipated if we 
don’t get them out,” Scott said, adding 
that United States should be willing to 
accept some refugees 
Scott said he would be willing to 
support “any reasonable compromise ” 
on the aid question and was ready to 
discuss a compromise proposal with 
Ford. 
He said he understood that Sens. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, and James B 
Pearson, 
R-Kan., 
were drafting 
a 
compromise proposal to 
“phase-out ” 
U.S. aid. 
“Any miliUry aid as far as Congress 
is concerned is going to be limited to 
carrying 
them 
(the 
Cambodians) 
through the rainy season.” he said, 
noting this season usually starts in June 
or July

was granted immunity to testify before 
the Senate Watergate Committee and 
argued that testimony could not be used 
in his trial 
Strachan was only the second person 
charged with Watergate offenses to go 
free. 
The other 
was Kenneth 
W 
Parkinson, a lawyer for the Committee 
to Re-elect the President, who was 
acquitted Jan I in the Watergate cover- 
up trial.

Drake galleon 
replica arrives 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPl) - 
The Golden Hinde II, its hand- 
sewn flaxen sails billowing in 
the wind, glided into choppy 
San Francisco Bay Sunday, 
ending a five-month voyage 
frwn England. 
The 
square-rigged, 
thrw- 
masted Hinde, a $1.5 million 
replica of the galleon in which 
Sir Francis Drake circled the 
globe 400 years ago, weathered 
three fierce storms during its 
13,000-m ile 
trip 
from 
Plymouth, England. 
The vessel, welcomed by the 
boom of cannon and plumes of 
water sprayed from fireboats, 
sailed through the Golden Gate 
under a brilliant sunshine. Then 
a small sailboat rammed her 


bow, knocking off the ship’s 
figurehead, a gilded deer. The 
crew nailed it back on. 
“I have little to say and little 
voice left —I just thank God I 
got here,” said the Hinde’s 
skipper, Capt. Adrian V.O. 
Small, who is from Devon, 
England, where Drake himself 
was bom and lived. 
'Thousands of persons lined 
the bay shore from the Golden 
Gate to Fisherman’s Wharf, 
where 
the 
Hinde 
will 
be 
permanently 
moored. 
Hundreds of private craft 
created a maritime traffic jam 
on the bay —one onlooker 
called it a “Coast Guardsman’s 
ni^tm are” - and several 
minor collisions resulted. 


lAM to halt 
benefits to 
mennbers 


WASHINGTON (UPI» - The 
International 
Association of 
Machinists 
and 
Aerospace 
Workers —currently on strike 
against McDonnell Douglas and 
Trans World Airlines —will 
stop paying weekly benefits of 
$40 to members on April 1, the 
union newspaper reports 
The Machinist, published by 
the AFL-CIO affiliated union, 
said in its current issue the 
strike 
benefits are costing 
about $700,000 a week and 
would be depleted in four 
weeks. 
The union is involved in 
major strikes with the McDon­ 
nell Douglas aerosp^e compa­ 
ny in St. Louis, California and 
Florida. About 12,000 workers 
are voting on a new pact with 
TWA. In addition, the union is 
ne|K>Hating with the railroads 
but no strike is imminent 
'The decision to cut off strike 
benefits pay was reached Feb. 
28, the union paper said. 
“The strike fund benefits 
paid have exceeded the income 
for seven of the last eight 
years,” the paper said. “The 
strike fund balance has been at 
a precariously low level for the 
last six months. 
“'The present weekly benefits 
bemg paid from the strike fund 
are approximately $700,000 per 
week. At this rate, the funds 
will be depleted in four weeks.” 
Under the lAM constitution, 
the benefits will be stopped and 
not resumed until the strike 
fund has reached a level of $2.5 
million. 
Any partial week payment 
due through March 31 will be on 
the daily basis of $5.71, the 
union said.

McCord, who may soon lose 
his costly, 2-Vi year battle to 
stay out of jail, said in an 
interview: 
“'The really big 
question is did he (Nixon) 
authorize the Watergate break- 
in? I think he was part of the 
whole conspiracy from the 
beginning.” 
P re s id e n t 
F o r d ’s 
unconditional pardon for Nixon 
“makes no sense whatsoever,” 
McCord said, bitterness edging 
his voice. “ And if you’d asked 
me if it was part of a corrupt 
deal,

would

said 
‘absolutely’” 
McCord, a CIA veteran, was 
arrested 
with 
a 
team 
of 
burglars 
inside 
Democratic 
headquarters at the Watergate 
June 17, 1972, convicted of 
burglary, and sentenced to 1 to 
5 years in prison. 
“I have no reluctance in 
taking what may due me,” he 
said. “I have no fear of prison. 
But the system has to give me a 
fair trial. If 1 should, after a 
fair trial, go off to jail, so be 
it.” 
McCord was the first figure 
in the scandal to break silence. 
His is letter complaining of 
political pressures and intrigue 
prompted U.S. District Judge 
John Sirica to look deeper into 
what the White House called a 
“third rate burglary.” 
McCord was freed on bail 
after six weeks in jail. His 
appeal for a new trial was 
denied, but his sentence was 
delayed until March 21 so he 
could submit new evidence.

Involvement is Alpha habit 
Just about every good thing

Quality of life and service to the community are 
reflected in the meeting minutes and scrapbooks of 
Lompoc Alpha Club. Ever there was the desire to 
improve their surroundings, of aiding others. It was a 
projection of their official name “ Alpha Literary and 
Improvement Club. ” 
Indeed it seems true that “ Alpha members have 
been active in just about every good thing in the 
community” as reported by its president of 1951-52, 
Mrs. J W. Hudson. There was membership on the 
election board. Red Cross, Blood Bank, AWVS and 
Gray Ladies. It was the year club representatives 
attended meetings of the county supervisors to help 
promote a better plan for the beach park at Refugio, 
with emphasis on camping facilities. 
The proposed election for school bonds gained Alpha 
recognition and a statement that support of adequate 
schools was a must for clubwomen. Education and 
youth were important to the members. A traveling 
basket earned funds for student aid and the board 
voted $50 as a Christmas gift to Carol Lyman, a 
student at UCLA. The money was returned however 
on Carol’s enlistment in the U.S. Air Force. A $50 
scholarship was awarded to a high school senior who 
shortly following graduation chose marriage instead 
of college and returned the money. The money was 
then voted to William Martinetti who was to attend 
business college in Los Angeles 
Konza Camp Fire group was sponsored and given 
$10 to help pay for honor awards. The girls 
reciprocated with a tea for Alpha members. 
A Girl Scout troop had been sponsored as far back 
as 1923. Boy Scouts also found support and in turn, 
have donated their 
services 
whenever asked, 
particularly at flower shows. Scholarships have 
continued as an annual gift, supported for years 
through the silver offerings of visitors to the flower 
show tea room Pupils of both Cabrillo and Lompoc 
High School have benefited, and the amount has been 
increased. 
In 1948 Alpha members voted financial assistance to 
a student from Korea upon his arrival to attend 
college. The following year the club backed a summer 
movie program at the Lompoc Theater in cooperation 
with Earl Calvert. Movies about people rather than 
ideas, he noted, were top drawing attractions, 
particularly for children. A percentage of the 
proceeds went to a special fund for a high school 
student’s tuition to a summer music camp 
Noteworthy in the 1927 records is mention of far 
more youthful boys and girls. Alpha sponsored a baby 
parade that year in the city’s annual Fourth of July 
parade 
A quarter century later, a community 
cooperative action resulted in providing uniforms for 
the high school band through the Fourth of July 
parade. Alpha Club’s float won a trophy. 
Music too has always been a part of the club 
activity, and many fine musicians appeared on 
programs Late in 1911 a special fund was started to 
buy a piano, starting with donations of $1. Club 
minutes of 1923 tell of an instrumental solo by F^thel 
Bailey who responded to “ a hearty applause.” Also 
recorded was the “ delight” of having Irma Henderson 


present several solo numbers accompanied by Dale 
Laubly 
This followed by several months her 
participation in the Ode Falkner music contest 
sponsored by the F*ederated Women’s Club. 
In September ’53, an outstanding, professionally 
written and produced program entertained members. 
In the nature of a patriotic, historical reading, “ My 
Country Tis of Thee” was interspersed with songs 
appropriate to the text. Faye Porter was the director, 
and contributed piano music along with Mrs. Muriel 
Hodson Mrs Carl Kappler was the reader and song 
leader Soloists were Mrs. William Person and Mrs. 
Harry Firth The Mmes. Firth, Curtis Levens and 
Kappler formed a vocal trio. The program was a bow 
to' Americanism Week, being promoted nationwide by 
the Federated Women’s Clubs 
In the following month the Fine Arts group met in 
the'home of Mrs. Kapplar, music section chairman 
Mrs. Jack Sanderson offered a fascinating reading 
titled “ Musical History of America.” Mrs. Harry 
Sloan presented a review of “ Why Indians Dance,” a 
documentary article. Members then listened to 
Gershwin’s “ American in Paris” suite and to the 
composer’s renowned “ Rhapsody in Blue.” 
A junior violin ensemble entertained a club 
meeting, 
Mrs. 
Kapplar 
providing 
the 
piano 
accompaniment for Janet Godden, Douglas Kappler, 
Curt Levens Jr and Kathy Black. 
Some years earlier, 1940, under chairmanship of 
Louise Hudson, meetings of the music section 
included study of recordings of symphonic music; 
from the book “ Music of the Multitude” and Pan 
American music. The section sponsored a series of 
educational musicals by two young local artists. Miss 
F]leanor Vaughan, soprano, and Miss Susan Lundberg, 
pianist. 
The music section that year voted $5 toward a fund 
to send the high school band to Ontario for the spring 
music festival. Plans were under way to present two 
local girls, then music students at Ix)s Angeles, in a 
duo piano musical. A clipping of 1942 reports the 
presentation of “ The Christmas Story” as the music 
section’s annual program for the general club Irma 
(Mrs F.F” ) Henderson sang “ Holy Night” and Mrs. 
Lou Benit offered “ Bethlehem’s Lullaby.” Readers 
for the story included Mrs. Jack Hudson, Mrs. Martin 
Riggs and Mrs. Harold Gaggs.

Shoe rides big winner 


ARACDIA (UPI) — Jockey Bill Shoemaker, aboard Stardust Mel, waited an 
anxious five minutes Sunday before being declared the winner of the 38th running of 
the $170,000 Santa Anita Haiftiicap, the blue ribbon event of winter racing. 
Second-place jockey Raul Ramirez, riding Out Of The East, lodged a claim of foul 
immediately after the race because Shoemaker’s horse collided with his mount near 
the wire. But a steward’s inquiry ruled Shoemaker’s mount, the heavy favorite, was 
not at fault. 
The decision gave the 43-year-old Shoemaker his 639th stakes triumph and his 
6,801st career win. It was Shoemaker’s 107th victory in a race worth $100,000 or 
more. 
The track, heavy with four straight days of rain, was a subject of discussion after 
the race. 
“That’s the toughest track I’ve ever riddenon,” Shoemaker said. “Raul’s horse and 
mine bumped about 70 yards from the finish, but we were both getting out our horses 
pretty hard, and they were slipping and staggering. 
“That other horse got a head in front of me, but when my horse saw him, he came 
on to get the money. It was a close call. I knew he bumped. I was trying to win,” 
Shoemaker said. 
Ramirez, speaking of his mount, said, ‘‘He got in front of the other horse by maybe 
a half length, but he wouldn’t keep trying. If he would, he wins easy.” 
For trainer Charles Whittingham, who trained both Stardust Mel and Tallahto, the 
fifth-place finisher, it was the fifth time he has saddled a winner of the Santa Anita 
Handicap 


Trevino’s shirt wins Citrus Open 


ORLANDO, Fla (UPI> - If Lee Trevino breaks out 
his red shirt next week on the 
Blue Monster' at 
Doral Country Club, he smells another trophy 
“If you see me in a brown shirt, that means I'm 
choking,” explained the Merry Mexican in the 
afterglow of collecting his 18th pro golf title and the 
$40,000 check that went with it in the $200,000 Florida 
Citrus Open, 
Trevino had on that specially-made red shirt Sunday 
as he logged a 71 that put him at 12-under-par 276 and 
one stroke ahead of his former World Cup teammate.

66 and 70 on his first 
three tours of the par 72, 6,929-yard Rio course, had 
two birdies and a bogey Sunday and said, “My round 
wasn't too exciting. ” 
Irwin, the 29-year-old resident of St. Louis who 
shared the lead with Trevino after 36 holes, finished at 
68-67-74-68— 277. On Sunday he posted one bogey and 
five birdies, including three on the back nine, and 
said, “My game was barely hanging on ” 
Young Ben Crenshaw, who claimed the $14,200 
third-place money with a card that read 7268-67- 
71—278, agreed with Irwin. 
“The way Lee hits the ball, von have to make 


birdies to catch him He plays air-tight golf. He's the 
straightest driver and he hits a lot of greens” 
Former Masters champ Charles Coody, who now 
lives in nearby Maitland, was in sole possession of 
fourth place, three strokes behind Trevino, at 279. 
Two strokes farther back was the trio of Bruce 
Devlin, Forrest Fezler and Rik Massengale. 
Trevino said, “I'm glad only one person was playing 
good golf.

may be trying to psych his competition 
before America’s biggest auto race. 
Before the $350,000 Cal 500, Foyt had 
told reporters he planned to play it 
conservative and run “ 10th or 15th” for 
part of the day. 
But his No. 14 reddish-orange Gilmore 
Racing Team Coyote-Foyt was in front 
for 
470 
m iles 
Sunday 
The 
temperamental Texan zipped past the 
older of the two racing brothers from 
Albuquerque, N.M., on the 89th lap and 
stayed in first place the rest of the rain- 
threatened race. 
By 
winning, 
Foyt 
made 
it 
five 
victories in 26 championship car 500- 
milers He’s 2-2 (he won a 100-mile Cal 
500 qualifying race last weekend) this 
year and now has 49 victories and 227 
USAC career starts 
“Anytune you’re the first to do 
anything, that’s a great honor and a 
great feat,” he said when asked about 
being the first driver to take the 
“TripleCrown.” 
“Naturally, I've always said records 
are made to be broken, and I’m sure 
somebody will be coming along real 
soon to break all mine. 
“1 just hope to set as many as I 
possibly can before I retire ” 
Foyt. who at 196.549 mies an hour in 
qualifying was almost two mile per hour 
faster than Bobby Unser, had a little 
luck going for him too. 
He made seven pit stops, and four 
came under the yellow flag. 
“Yeah, I couldn’t believe it,” smiled 
Foyt. “The yellows really were a big 
factor for me Bobby was running real 
strong all day. 
“When it came down to the wire 
(without the yellows), I think it would 
have been just a toss-up. The yellows 
really gave me the benefit.” 
A rainshower that jus* hit turn three 
off Ontario’s 2.5-mile oval brought out a 
yellow flag from the 68th through the 
84th laps. 
“When the rain hit, I didn’t know it 
and I turned completely sideways and 
slid through the turn,” said Foyt, 
shaking his head “At first I thought it 
was oil, and then it dawned on me it was 
rain.

Louis and Oakland 
Every night Mudcat Grant sings the 
blues. He also sings ballads, pop, folk 
rock and ragtime, pretty much the same 
way he used to pitch, cool, smoothly and 
without 
a 
hitch. 
For

former 
ballplayer, he sings better than a lot of 
other 
vocalists 
with

more 
experience than he has. 
Backed by a local trio, Mudcat Grant 
does his thing twice nightly. During the 
day he pitches batting practice to the 
Indians wearing a double-0 on the back 
of his Cleveland uniform. 
By doing this, he keeps his stomach

He 
also put his entire baseball savings of 16 
years, $86,000, in a joint account with 
this partner. 
"I went by the bank one day in 1973 
where the money was being kept and one 
of the tellers there says, ‘Mr. Grant, I 
think there is something awful wrong 
with what’s happening in terms of your 
account,’” recalls the Indians’ former 
starter. 
“‘Let’s see it,’ I said. She showed me 
the account and there was only seven 
dollars left. Seven dollars out of eighty 
six thousand! ” 
Mudcat Grant was in Los Angeles at 
the time and didn’t know what to do, so 
he did a perfectly natural thing. He 
called his mother in Lacoochee, Fla. 
“Mom, I’ve lost everything,” he said. 
Mrs. Vola Grant, 72, is a very wise 
woman. She has six children from an 
original brood of nine and knows each 
one as well as she does the fingers on her 
hands. She knows Mudcat, and sensed 
immediately he was talking about his 
money when he told her he had lost 
everything. 
“You mean,” she said, "you don’t 
have any arms, you don’t have any legs, 
you don’t have any hands?” 
Confused, Mudcat was about to ask 
her what she meant but never got a 


chance. She hung up abruptly on him. 
He called her right back. 
“Why did you hang up on me?” 
he 
demanded. “I’ve lost ¿1 my money ” 
“You haven’t lost anything,” Mudcat 
Grant’s mother corrected him. “You 
have your hands, you have your arms, 
you have your legs so you can go to work 
and regain not only your pride and your 
money, but you also can get back to 
where you can take care of your respon­ 
sibilities.” 
Mudcat Grant listened, and then went 
to work. He wasn’t proud. He took every 
job he could get, no matter how small it 
was. 
He’s 39 now, and doing nicely on his 
comeback, although with his ability, his 
personality 
and 
his 
delivery 
he 
undoubtedly could do much better if one 
of the major talent agencies ever came 
down to listen to him and decided to 
push him. 
Meanwhile Mudcat isn't complaining. 
He pitches batting practice for the 
Indians every day and sings in the 
lounge every night and he's beginning to 
see the light at the end of the tunnel. 
"At this point, I’m only a coupla 
thousand in debt, and it’s something I 
can handle,” he says. 
His eyes glow, and then he gives you 
that soft, mellow Mudcat smile, of 
which there really is only one of a kind.

Sacramento watchers are nodding 
sagely that, yes, this will be the 
legislative year of bedrock changes for 
local government in California. 
And local government officials from 
small town city halls and school board 
chambers to the vestibules of teemii^ 
county seats are sharing one emotion in 
common; They’re scared. 
'The issue is a compulsory collective 
bargaining law for the 1.2 million public 
employes in the state that, for the first 
time, would legalize public employe 
strikes. 
'The 
state 
Senate 
and Assembly appear 
poised to pass such a 
law and the Governor 
campaigned in favor 
of it. Gary Hart, our 
Assemblyman, 
sup­ 
ports the concept and 
State Senator Omer 
Rains won’t say any­ 
thing strong against 
it. 
But local government officials are 
predicting that such a law would 
in­ 
ev itab ly result in both lower local 
government 
service 
levels 
and 
higher 
local 
tax 
rates 
— 
all to finance beefier public employe 
wage settlements signed under the 
shadow 
of 
strik es 
th at 
sm all 
governments, unlike industries, could ill 
endure. 
Now 
cruising 
through 
the 
state 
legislative 
chambers 
with 
little 
opposition is a bill authored by State 
Senator Ralph C. Dills of Gardena 
(SB275) 
that 
seems 
to 
embody 
everything in public employe collective 
bargaining legislation that makes palms 
clammy on the school board or around 
the council table.

The League of California Cities in a 
recent press conference said the Dills 
bill would touch off "astronomical” 
local government tax increases. Mayor 
Pete Wilson of San Diego even went so 
far as to say that the measure would 
“make a mockery of local school board 
and city and county elections” by 
placing the real power to tax the people 
in 
the 
hands 
of 
negotiators 
and 
arbitrators and snatching it away from 
the people the people elect. 
Government types say the measure 
would 
do 
this 
by 
requiring 
that 
governmental 
and 
employe 
groups 
accept whatever wage settlement is 
arrived at by an appointed arbitration 
panel. Under the law, public employes, 
including 
teachers, 
firemen 
and 
policemen could legally walk off their 
jobs unless a court ruled that such a 
strike would “endanger public health 
and safety.” But even then, the court 
reportedly could not stop such a strike 
unless it also required management and 
labor to agree to whatever settlement 
an arbitration panel would impose. 


Governments see another threat to 
their constitutionally granted powers in 
the belief that the Dills bill will open up 
policy and administrative decisions as 
fit topics for bargaining between elected 
bodies and the workers they — acting 
for the public - employ. With this new 
power, 
government 
officials 
fear, 
employe organizations will be able to 
pressure or hold out for changes in 
governmental policy and begin to exert 
an influence on elected panels that 
would rival the power of the thousands 
or millions who elect those panels. 
Teachers, for example, could threaten 
to take negotiations down to a crippling 
strike over an issue such as class size or 
an extra study period or even the type of 
textbooks in use. City workers could 
conceivably 
strike 
over 
the 
city 
council’s growth or zoning policies. 
Government officials would cease 
being accountable to their constituents, 
it 
is 
claimed, 
and 
start 
being 
accountable to their secretaries, street 
sweepers and librarians. 
Lompoc’s city employe organizations 
are in the position of having just 
committed themselves to three year 
contracts in December, 1973. According 
to some of their leaders, they haven’t 
studied the Dills bill thoroughly as yet. 
And of course they couldn’t t ^ e 
advantage of a superior bargaining 
position it may put them in until their 
contracts 
expire. 
But 
expire 
the 
contracts eventually will. 
Gary Hart, freshman assemblyman 
from our 35th district, told a gathering 
of the Channel Cities Division of the 
League 
of 
California 
Cities 
here 
recently that he believes this public 
labor legislation would only take steps to 


confront public labor problems and 
strikes 
that 
have 
existed 
anyway 
without it. The final legislation could 
take many forms, he reminded, and, he 
said, it would probably have the effect of 
dampening the likelihood of strikes by 
imposing 
m andatory 
bargaining 
procedures which would have to be 
followed by both sides in good faith 
before any strike would be legal. 
His assurances did little to salve the 
apprehensions of his audience. 
“California Journal,” the monthly 
report on state government and politics, 
featured an enlightening essay on the 
topic in its February issue, written by 
Ed Salzman, editor. Salzman pointed to 
some basic differences between private 
corporations and public governments in 
the arena of labor negotiations. 
In a corporation, ^ z m a n pointed out, 
the board of directors must approve a 
management offer before it is thrown 
onto the negotiating table. If approved 
by the union leadership, the offer is 
presented to the union membership for a 
vote. In this way, he said, all those 
affected by a corporate labor settlement 
have a chance to vote on it before it is 
finalized. 
But 
in 
a 
collective 
bargaining 
situation involving a public agency such 
as a city or school board, the real 
employers, the people, would not get the 
right to vote on each contract at all. 
And. 
if labor negotiations between 
public agencies and employe grouf» 
continue to be held in secret, the people 
will still be kept in the dark as to what’s 
in the pay and benefits package until 
after the settlement is made. 
Public agency labor negotiations have 
been held in private sessk)n under a 
ruling on the state’s open meeting law, 
the Brown Act, closing the doors on 
lawyer-client discussions of elected 
boards. 
Salzman argues that if the new state 
government enacts a public employe 
collective bargaining bill, then all such 
sessions involving public boards should 
be opened up to the public to allow them 
to see just how much of their money is 
being bargained away. It would, he said, 
give the public a chance to tell their 
elected representatives what it thinks of 
a contract before it is signed, since it is 
the public, and not the particular school 
board or city council, that is the real 
employer. 
Such an open door practice, Salzman 
continued, would probably eliminate 
much 
of 
the 
behind-the-scenes 
gamesmanship that now goes on in such 
private Ulks. It would expose the 
skimpy 
management 
offers 
and 
outrageous employe demands that have 
made public labor negotiations six or 
seven month ordeals up until now and 
force both sides to get down to the real 
business of compromise.

Shocking 
report 


I hope that somewhere along the line 
hard investigation will reveal that the 
reports of J. Edgar Hoover’s lubricious 
renditions to Lyndon Johnson on Uie 
moral habiU of some of his imporUnt 
critics 
will 
prove 
to 
have 
been 
exaggerated. I say this because I have a 
great respect for J. Edgar Hoover which 
is diminished 
by 
these distasteful 
stories, and I’d prefer it if history 
proved that they were exaggerated, over 
against the alternative of permanently 
lowering my esteem for Mr. Hoover — I 
know no franker way to put it. 
It is pretty sleazy 
stuff: 
the head of 
A m e r i c a ’s 
FBI 
telling, 
in 
barroom 
style to the President 
of the United States, 
which of his critics in 
Congress slept with 
whom, after putting 
away how many pints 
of gin, all which infor­ 
mation having been 
gathered through the 
use of electronic sur­ 
veillance or 
tailing 
done by FBI agents. 
I do, however, find paradoxes in the 
accounts of 
these 
episodes 
which 
reveals something of the perplexed 
current position on the public morality. 
A spokesman for the FBI insisted that 
only 
such 
Congressmen 
were 
investigated as were up for a federal 
position. For instance, if the President 
considered naming Congressman Jones 
to a federal judgeship, the FBI is 
required, under the law, to run a 
"security check” on Jones. Now this is 
first and foremost a check to ascertain 
whether, by any chance, Mr. Jones is on 
the payroll of a) the Soviet Union, or b» 
ITIiT, not of course necessarily in that 
order of gravity. A category below is an 
examination into the question of his 
rectitude in such matters as paying his 
bills, cheating his investors, that kind of 
thing. 
Then there comes that third category, 
loosely put together under the heading of 
“morals.” 
It is said, for instance, that Mr. 
Hoover reported to President Johnson 
that Congressman Jones (any similarity 
between my Congressman Jones and 
any Congressman by the same name is, 
I 
hope 
it 
is 
understood, 
purely 
coincidental ) 
visited 
a 
particular 
brothel on his most recent trip to a great 
American municipal center. And that 
Congresanan Smith got so smashed at 
some public affair or other that when it 
came time to pronounce his oration, he 
could hardly be understood ( a great 
improvement, I would say, over the 
orations of most Congressmen, but that 
is beside the point). Over all of this, it is 
reported, Lyndon Johnson was given to 
chuckling 
with 
great, 
lascivious 
satisfaction at his knowledge of other 
men’s intimate foibles. 
Now in discussing these episodes, the 
commentator 
for 
Time 
Magazine 
referred 
airily 
to the 
transcribed 
“peccadilloes” of the gentlemen in 
question. Now a peccadillo is a slight 
offense, a petty fault — like, say, 
slurping your soup spwn, or picking 
your nose, or neglecting to use the 
object pronoun after a preposition. 


But of course if this is so, then one 
wonders why there is so much agitation 
over the collection, and 
then the 
relaying to the President, of these slight 
offenses and petty faults? If, let us say, 
a Congressman being considered for a 
diplomatic 
position regularly fails to 
use an underarm deodorant, here would 
be an example of a petty offense which 
however would have some bearing on his 
suitability to be situated between, say. 
the Queen and the Archbishopress of 
Canterbury on some future occasion. 
But a peccadillo that is less than 
professionally incapacitating is, one 
would suppose, not only none of the 
FBI’s business, it oughtn’t have any 
capacity to shock. 


Yet it does. 1 cannot imagine a 
Congressman running for reelection, 
and saying to the voters: “I work every 
day and every night of the week in the 
puUic interest, except Saturday nights 
which I spend in a brothel.” The public, 
one gathers, doesn’t share the urbanity 
of Time Magazine on what constitutes a 
peccadillo. And without passing any 
judgment on whether the public, or 
Time Magazine, is correct under the 
aspect of Üie heavens, if there is such an 
aspect, it is certainly the case that we 
have here an awful muddle of sorts: 
people being shocked by the revelations, 
by the head of the FBI to the President, 
of unshocking activities.
